• Keen interest in international affairs. 

• Desire and ability to serve overseas. 

• Foreign language aptitude. 

U.S. citizenship is required and starting 
salaries ranged from $13,662 to $16,618. 

Candidates with “experience in living in 
foreign areas” and two to five years of 
“relevant work experience” were billed as 
“highly desirable.” 

The ad also said the CIA is an equal oppor- 
tunity employer and urged women and 
minorities to apply. 
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
